Subject: Central Advisory Council on Textile 
Industry 

F. No. 8/19/83—T.P.C.— The Ministry of Co¬ 
mmerce (Department of Textiles) have decided to 
constitute a Central Advisory Council on Textile 
Industry. 

2. The terms of reference and constitution of the 
Centr j] Advisory Council on Textile Industry will 
be as under:— 

TERMS OF REFERENCE 

The Central Advisory Council on Textile Indus¬ 
try will advise the Government on matters relating 
to:— 

(l) Policy and Programme for orderly growth 
and development of the textile industry; 

(ii) Measures for removing various constraints 
impeding the growth of this industry; and 

(iii) Measures for improving the production base 
for augmenting exports of textile products. 

CONSTITUTION 

The Central Advisory Council will consist of the 
members as shown in the Schedule annexed. It 
will be presided over by the Ministry of Commerce 
as Chairman and, in his absence, by the Minister of 
State as Vice-Chairman. The members of the 
Council will hold office for a period of two years 
with effect from 29th Nov., 1983. 

3. The Council will have powers to co-opt addi¬ 
tional members. The Chairman of the Council 
may also invite to the meetings of the Council such 
other persons as may be considered necessary, from 
time to time. 

4. The Headquarters of the Council will be in 
New Delhi, but it may meet as any other place in 
India. 

5. The Council will ordinarily, meet twice a year. 


ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be comm¬ 
unicated to the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Members 
of the Council, the Private Secretary and Military 
Secretary to the President, the Prime Minister’s Office, 
the Planning Commission, all Ministries of the 
Government of India and all the State Governments 
in India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in 
the Gazette of India for General Information.
